Introductory  . 

The  following  administrative  instructions  exempt  from  certif icaticr. 
requirements  a  number  cf  articles  regulated  by  the  quarantine  on  account 
of  white-fringed  beetles  (Quarantine  No.  72)  when  such  articles  have  been 
produced,  handled,  and  maintained  under  conditions  that  prevent  them  from 
becoming  infested. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  the  second  proviso  of  the  white- fringed 
be-etle  quarantine  (7  CFR,  §  301.72,  l1*  F.n.  1207),  the  administrative  in- 
structions exempting  certain  articles  from  certification  (7  CFR,  §  301.72a, 
13  F.R.  27o7;  B.E.P.Q.  >J-S5,  l6th  Revision),  are  hereby  further  rev 
t )  read  as  follows:
